Three columns of rebels, it is report 
ed, are advancing on Castro's armj 
and are said to be within eight miles 
of -Caracas. The rebels have cut the

from communication with other cities 
The city is reported to be in a condi 
tion of panic. It is persistently report 
ed that the allies are giving open as 
-sistance to the rebels. 


AN.Y HOUR 


May- Bring News That President Cas- 


tro Has Been Forced Out. 


Washington,.Jan. 5—Any hour may 


bring theJ news from Venezuela, it is 
believed here, that President Castro 
has been forced out of office. 
This 


lmay be accomplished .by the revolution 
led 'by General Matos, by pressure, 
causing .Castro's ^involuntary abdica- 
tion, which will mean flight. 
-The State "Department received a ca- 


- ble frm Minister Bowen the language 


of .which •was not divulged, tout the pur- 
pose of.which was to a great extent 
confirmatory of cable from Caracas, 
which showed that a serious crisis had 
been reached in 'Castro's tenure of of- 


gerous condition of affairs in 'Caracas 
especially. 


Trie most significant advice received 


by the State Department is^that $2,400 
is the whole amount of the Venezuelan 
exchequer. The ^parment of Finance 
is prostrated. All revenues have been, 
cut off and all supplies have eeaged. 


-The 
-pinch of the bloctade is being 


felt everywhere. Payments t the army 
are largely in arrears. The soldiers 
are no longer being fed. Therefore, 
Castro's troops who are for the most 
part simple peons, ignorant of what 
they are fighting for, are likely to de- 
sert when they learn that there is" no 
food in sight and go over to the revo- 
lutionary army, rendered confident by 
England and Germany, who are anx- 
ious that Castro shall be overthrown. 


The revolution has -been greatly aid- 


ed by the blockade. At several ports 
the revolutionists it is understood, are 
-permitted 'to have free access to the in- 
terior and Castro is powerless to ob- 
sruct their landings because he no 
longer has a navy. 


The State Department has no infor- 


mation hearing on recent military op- 
erations, but is prepared to learn at 
any mement that Matos has carried 
the revolution to success and that Cas- 
tro is either a prisoner or in flight. 


Officials at Washington are not at 


all certain as to what effect a chanf 
in the gvernment at Caracas will have 
on the arbitraiton proposition. It is 
suggested that Matos, if landed in the 
presidential palace, largely 
through 


European influenece, may .promise in 
return to pay the German and English 
claims without arbitration. 


General Matos might be inclined to 


do so, but the United States would 
probably urge a settlement by arbitra- 
tion, so that all claims might be satis 
fied. Otherwise TMato's promise to pay 
would probably be made only to the 
greater nations—England, Germany, 
and Italy—while lesser -Powers would 
still "be neglected.

[Victoria as her London residence, and 
now the fixed headquarters of the 
king and the prospective headquarters 
of our kings to be.

ber or a single course of brick if pre- 
ferred. 
Nine or ten inches is deep 


enough for this soil. The beds may be 
tilled up to that point with cinders, 
coarse gravel or brickbats, to afford 
free drainage and discourage the in- 
roads of moles, earthworms., etc.

With a proper air temperature, rang- 


ing from 40 to 45 degrees at night to 
55 or Co degrees in the bbade during 
the day. the soil will remain in a cool 
and moist condition, just suited to the 
needs of lettuce, for a considerable time 
with the minimum of attention. 
The 


addition of a layer of fresh manure, 
four inches or more deep, under the 
soil would be of very doubtful advan- 
tage in the case of lettuce. Radishes 
find a somewhat higher soil tempera 
ture congenial, but quickly become 
drawn nnd weak if the average atmos- 
pheric temperature is raised much high- 
er than the figures above gnen. 


A bou«e 18 bj' 130 feet can be safely 


heated to the required temperature with 
hot Mater circulation by cornering the 
flow through a three inch pipe near the 
top of the house to the rear end. then 
forking and di\iding it into seven one 
and a half inch returns, three on the 
south and four on the north wall, or, if 
steam is used, the respective diameters 
may be two and a half and one and a 
quarter inches.for the flow and returns. 
The three-quarter span house running 
east and west is by far the best plan. 
Whether tbe short span is the best 
placed south or north is still a matter 
of opinion. Nine out of ten houses are 
built with the long slope to the south. 
The only special advantage claimed for 
the other arrangement is that the 
houses are cooler in summer. 


When raised benches are used, the 


distance of the pipes from the benches 
is a matter of little importance. As a 
slope must be maintained tbe pipes are 
much nearer the benches at one end of 
the house than the other in any case.

Thomas A. Edison, the great invent- 


or, inal/js the following slalrincnt in 
the New York World: 


"The great problems of the year are 


the problems of fighting bacteria, of 
getting electricity direct from coal, of 
getting power from the elements cheap- 
ly and In applying the many uses of 
electricity to manufacture's. 


"I look for a wonderful jear. There 


is more activity in science than there 
has «\ cr hfMI before, more men are 
working on big problems and great dis- 
co\ erics would be only natural. 


"For myself, my storage buttery, on 


winch I ha\e worked four years, will 
be put on the market in January. It 
pah es the traction problem, and its in- 
troduction means that the horse will 
have to go. 


"I expect to ghe up praclical inven- 


tion for two years. I am going to ex- 
periment—going to delve in .some prob- 
lems that I have put by for an idle 
time and for once am going to \\ork 
without having the piouuction of a 
commercial commodity in view. 1 am 
going into the byways of science. I 
prefer not to say •« hat my experiments 
will be. Yes, trying to get electricity 
direct from coal is one of them. 


"The 
v/lreless telegraphy I assuredly 


expect to stc perfected for commercial 
purposes, if not fully so in 1003 at least 
advanced toward that end. The right 
kind of man is working at it, a prac- 
tical man, an earnest man, and I have 
confidence in him. As to the objection 
that messages may be tappet!, that's as 
far as the objectors can see now. That 
may be true tonight; tomorrow it may 
be different. 


"I'm not interested in the flying ma- 


chine. I could ue\er see any commer- 
cial use for it. I have neier had time 
to read much about it. 


"I expect to see electricity supplant 


steam as a motive power. In fifteen 
years electricity will be the railway 
motive po'fter. Nineteen hundred and 
three will advance it in that direction. 


"Nineteen hundred and three will 


bring groat advances in surgery, in the 
study of bacteria, iu the knowledge of 
the cause and prevention of disease. 
Medicine is played out. 
Every new 


discovery of bacteria shows us all the. 
more convincingly that we ha\e been 
\vrongand that the million tons of stuff" 
we have taken was all useless. They 
may even discover the germ of old age. 
I don't predict it, but it might be that by 
the sacrifice of animal life human life 
could be prolonged. The doctor of the 
future will give no medicine, but will' 
instruct his patient in the care of the 
human frame, in diet and in the cause 
and prevention of diseases. 


"Surgery, diet, antiseptics—these three 


are the vital things of the future in the 
preservation of the health of human- 
ity. There were never so many able 
active minds at work on the problems 
of disease as now, and all their discov- 
eries are tending to the simple truth— 
that you can't improve on nature. 


"The newspapers are among the 


great agents that will grow better in 
1903 
and in the years to come. They 


are the great school. A man who does 
not read the newspapers might as well 
be dead. They are a powerful influ- 
ence for advancement. They are get- 
ting better, they are printing more sci- 
ence and paying more attention to the 
tilings that benefit and improve hu- 
manity. - 


"There will be few more wars. The 


world seems to be tending to peace. 
We should ba-v e a great navy, one three 
times as large as the present—not to 
fight, but to have ready in case there 
should be a fight. A great navy is one 
of the greatest stimulants to science. 


"We are only in the infancy of elec- 


tricity. 
Its possibilities no man can 


dream any more than a man fifty years 
ago could have foretold what we have 
todny. Little discoveries like the Roent- 
gen and the Hecqucrel rays and simi- 
lar things will lead to groat things— 
what, cannot be told just now. 


"As to bonks, the books of today are 


more to my liking than the oid books. 
It is so with painting. It is a great 
lim?. <Jreat things are being don«\ and 
it is impossible to prophesy. 
Better 


health, greater enlightenment, better 
facilities of living, are being placed in 
our reach wi:h c\ery day. I look for a 
•wonderful yr=r of progress."

Paramaribo, Surinam, Dec. 17.— Do 


you Know where and what Surinam is? 
At least you probably do not know it 
by that name, but by the more familiar 
«ne of Dutch Guiana. But its proper 
otllcial name is Surinam. Paramaribo 
is the capital and seaport of tbis Dutch 
possession l.'tlle known in the States. 


Three hours' journey by strainer up 


thjL' Surinam river from Paramaribo 
bringa one to the melancholy leper set- 
tlemcfrft1 of Groot Cbatillon. Leprosy Is 
one of tbe scourges of this land. Tho 
causes of the dread disease are various, 
but it is found to prevail most among 
fish eating peoples. In Surinam great 
quantities of salt beef, besides the fish, 
arc nlso consumed by the natives, and 
it is believed to aggravate tbe ailment. 
In tfie.leper colony the .stricken ones 
continually crave meat, always moat 
food, which is tbe worst diet, from the 
medical point of view, that could be al- 
lowed to them. 


Tbe awful disease has increased of 


recent years among tbe Surinam inhab- 
itants to such a degree that the Dutch 
government bas established a compul- 
sory leper colony and hospital. Some 
of the missionary societies are doing 
what they can to take care of the strick- 
en also, but all together are unable to 
cope with tbe plague. Constantly Imp- 
less ones are turned away from '-he 
doors of tbe leper settlement because 
there is no room to accommodate them. 


Tlie.'Lutlieran and Moravian church 


denominations have united to establish 


conduct one colony, called Betbesda, 


at Groot Cbatillon. The director is the 
Rev. -H. Weiss of the gentle Moravian 
brethren, usually known in the United 
Slates as United Brethren. Rev. Mr. 
and Mrs. Weiss are now in tbe United 
States, in New York city, hoping and

THE PEA CROP. 


AH Inquiry Into !<• Valnr In tlir Crn- 


tml Wmi—!•«•«• and frotrln. 


The pea, crop can unrdly be said to 


l>e properly Introduced Into the central 
west. In some1 races attempts to grow 
the crop have resulted in failure. How 
ever, it 5s our opinion tlint this is n crop 
thnt will some day be provni extensive- 
ly in thin area, says Iowa Hi>me«j|eacl. 
Our reason for bellevhiR this is that it 
belongs to that family of plants known 
as soil renovators, of which red clover 
is the chief. It is true that the pea vine 
is somewhat incumbent in its nature, 
and because of this the crop is a little 
hard to handle. At the same time there 
are a number of methods which may be 
employed in utilizing the crop. Pens 
contain more than 20 p»r cent of pro- 
tein and the grain is wilhul palatable 
to all kinds of stock. Tor hogs it is 
generally necessary to soak or grind the 
grain because of its flinty nature. As a 
food for fattening hogs pea meal is pos- 
sibly superior to any other single grain. 
However, it is possibly as a supplemen- 
tary food that peas IIP.VP the greatest 
value—that is, when fed in conjunction 
•with corn, oats or barley. 


Pen* and Soft Corn. 


If feeders of the central west could 


only obtain a supply of peas to feed 
with their soft corn during this winter 
it would help solve the problem that is 
now the great bugbear of the stockman. 
A ration consisting of three parts corn 
and one part pea meal would give 
splendid results. It would not only be 
palatable so that it would be eaten in 
sufficient quantities, but it would be 
highly nutritious. The fattening quali- 
ties would be furnished by corn while 
the peas, as well as furnishing fatten- 
ing constituents, supply flesh forming 
material. At the price this cereal is 
commanding in the market it would be 
utterly impossible to feed it this year 
at a profit, but the point we wish to 
make at this time is that it may be 
worth while to acquire a little more in- 
formation concerning the merit of this 
crop. 


For Sheep and Hoc*. 


There is one use to which the pea 


crop may be put with reasonable ex- 
pectation that it will pay a good profit. 
We have in mind pasturing pigs on the 
crop either before it has fully matured 
or after the grain has ripened. The 
hogs are amply able to do their own 
shelling and will make splendid gains 
if allowed a free run over an area of 
peas. Sheep also have a fondness for 
the vines even after the grain has 
been eaten out by hogs or after the 
entire crop has been run through the 
thrashing machine. We have known 
many instances where pea vines alone 
have furnished the entire food supply 
for sheep during the winter, this be- 
ing followed by the best results. We 
would not advise any one to undertake 
the growtog of peas extensively at the 
start, but a small area would undoubt- 
edly be grown with grpflt anywhere in 
the central west.

about a month ago I built a combina 
tion buck which WHS convenient for 
both crosscut and bu<~k sawing, says a 
writer iu Ohio Fanner. It is shown in 
the figure. It is made of 2 by 4 oak 
scantling halved together, and the two 
nearest X's are only twelve inches 
apart from outside to outside. Our 
range takes wood seventeen inches 
long, and I put the supports near 
enough together so that I can saw out- 
side the end and not have the saw 
pinch. This would be inconvenient, and 
the buck would tip endwise if >t were 
not for the third X. which gives sup- 
port to long sticks and makes, buck 
sawing much pleasar.ter. as much uf 
the fatigue in this kind of work comes 
from keeping in place the sticks that 
are 1>eing sawed.

SHEEP TROUGH AND RACK. 


A Uood Combination DrTlrr For 
Vff 


Whrn Kcrdluit Uroln. 


When feeding their sheep grain, peo> 


pie may make nnd try a dozen differ- 
eut kinds of feeding racks and not find 
one belter than the one here illustrated, 
•ays a National Stockman correspond 
cut. who describes the rack as follows 
Lo«t winter jifii-r mnUlij;: BKiiji' like 
the plans given in farm papers my 
hired man and 1 set out to make one 
to suit our own fancy, and it conies 
nearer my ideal of a good trough than 
any I have eie:1 seen or tried. 
Yet 


there is one objection which is rarely 
overcome in any combined feed trough 
and rack. The young bimbs persist in 
using it for a safe place iu which to 
take their morning nap, and no matter 
bow nicely their own little parlor is 
furnished with dainty feed and bed- 
ding they delight to spend part of their 
time on the dining table of the old 
sheep. 


The trough is made of inch poplar 


lumber, with the exception of the slats 
on the rack, which are of elm. a half 
inch thick and two and a half Inches 
wide. The trough is 12 feet long, 16 
inches wide, 22 inches high and from 
the top of the sides it is tapered to a 
point. The sides are six inch boards, 
nailed on the edge of the bottom, thus 
making it five inches deep. The legs 
are three inches wide and extend six 
inches below the bottom. These, nailed 
to tb^ euds and made flush with tbe 
sloping part, make the base 
about 


twenty-six inches wide, which insures 
it against being turned over by the 
sheep. 


The rack part is made by nailing the 


slats, which are nineteen inches long, 
one foot apart on pieces 3 inches wide 
and 12 feet long. These racks are 
hinged to the sides of the trough so 
that they rest on the ends of the trough 
when closed- On the upper part of the 
rack, at either end, a small chain 
about two feet long is fastened, and on 
the other half of the rack there is a 
hook to secure the chain. Either side 
of the rack may be opened full length 
of tie chain cr at any width desired.

OXE-HALT OF SHEEP TBOUOH. 


When closed, the chains hold the rack 
in plat\ Tbe advantage of having it 
in this way is the convenience in filling 
it from either side. The sheep have to 
eat from the top, and they cannot get 
the seed and dirt in the wool on their 
Lead and neck. 


As all parts of the rack are rounded 


and made smooth the sheep do not rub 
off the wqol from their necks aud be- 
come ragged. If it were not for teaching 
the sheep to jump, the rack need not 
be made PO high, but it is better that 
they should never get in the habit of 
jumping, as it is very injurious to them 
and might Ue the cause of losing many 
lambs. 


Sugar Beet* In Arizona. 


Experience has shown the following 


precautions to be necessary in attaining 
the best results in sugar beet growing 
in Arizona: 


First—Early planting: January in 


Salt river valley and February on the 
upper Gila. 


Second.—Selection of suitable soil: 


The best results were obtained on .1 
silly river loam of high water retaining 
power. 


Third.—Careful management of wa- 


ter: Knouph water for tbe first three 
and a half months to secure pood ton- 
nage; no more tban necessary there- 
after in order to maintain quality.' 


Fourth.—Thorough cultivation. 
Alfalfa ground which lias been culti- 


vated one season in another crop is usu- 
ally in good condition for beets, and 
garden ground which has not been too 
heavily manured likewise. 


Alfalfa may be broken and used im- 


mediately for beets, but it is best, in 
this case, to barrow and pick out by 
hand the roots and crowns which if ' 
left will, because of their nitrogenous 
nature, tend lo dotrart from th" quality 
of the beets- Moderately alkaline soil 
may be use<I. but alkali <lc1r.T-t« from 
quality.—K. H. Forbes, Tucson, Ariz.
